If the premium on bills is sufficiently high, he will decide 
to send gold. But then (and this is the critical considera- 
tion at the present moment), suppose there is a premiam on 
gold as well as bills. His dollars are in notes; suppose, 
what would ordinarily happen, that he has a credit at a bank ; 
all he will extract from the bank is paper. With this paper he 
must purchase gold, and if the premium on gold be as much 
as the premium on bills, he will send bills and not gold. 
He will not choose the more cumbrous remitting medium— 
metal, unless he is compelled so to do by the greater 
costliness of the less cumbrous medium—paper. 

Gold now comes from the United States because the 
premium on bills is greater than the premiomon gold. The 
present rate of exchange is about 116 or thereabouts, or 
taking 108 as the par of exchange, nearly 8 per cent. 
premium. The more settled premium on gold is between 5 
and 6, The difference between them is quite sufficient to 
cause the export of bullion from New York to England. 
Under ordinary circumstances, when the premium on bills 
rises from 108 (the par) to about 110, bullion is exported to 
England, Contrary to common belief, the lower the premium 
on bills (other things being the same), the greater is the 
probability (other circumstances being identical) that gold 
will be exported from America. 

Undoubtedly the depreciation of the Federal currency 
tends to cause the export of gold to England. But it does 
so by the cheapness of gold, not by its dearness. As soon 
as, from the quantity of the precious metals disengaged front 
circulation, prices, when measured not in paper but in those 
metals, rise in value, there is a discouragement to export 
these high-priced commodities, and an encouragement to im- 
portthem. An unfavourable balance of trade is created. The 
premium on bills rises, and gold leaves the country. But 
this id only in as far as metallic prices (if we may say so) are 
affected, and in as far as gold is made cheap; it is a conse- 
quence of the diminished value of gold as compared with 
commodities, not of it¢ enhanced value as compared with 


r. 

We remarked last week that the issue of an inconvertible 
paper, though it expels much gold from circulation, also 
tends to absorb much gold in hoarding—an effect’ to 
which a civil war naturally lends its aid. With a depre- |} 
ciating currency, the safe man who does nothing—who || 
keeps asteady balance at his banker’s—is daily losing. A 
careful man does not like this, and he keeps any coin he can || 
get holdof. We must not too readily assume that the whole |} 
of the American currency will be thrown out of work and 
sent abroad ; much of it will be secreted at home. 

We are not saying that some gold will not come herés 
America is a gold-producing couotry, and ought to export 
much,—in ordinary times does export much. The purchase 
of American securities by America from Europe is an 
entirely new: cause, tending to turn the balance of trade 
against America. The usual dendency of a large issve of | 
paper is to render some gold superfluous; and, therefore, 
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to render all gold cheap. We are only arguing that the 
tendency to hoarding in America tends to counteract all 
these causes, and that in itself, the premium on gold which 
excites so many anticipations, is rather a reason why it will 
not come, than why it will. 


THE BEARING OF FEDERAL FINANCE ON THE 
POLITICAL POSITION, 
We last week postponed the discussion of the polttical effects 
of Federal paper money and Federal finance until this week, 
and it is fortunate that we did so, since an official letter 
only received by the Jast mail, and now lying before us, from 
Mr Chase to the Chairman of Ways and Means, shows us 
very distinctly what the present position of affairs is, 
After stating the actual issue of Government notes, precisely 
as stated in our article of last week, and showing that he 
has arrived at the legal limit of his issues, he proceeds 
to review his resources. First, he torns oddly 
enough, as it will seem to an English financier, to the tem- 
porary deposits in the Treasury. By a former Act of Con- 
gress he was enabled to receive at not more than five per 
cent. 50,000,000 dollars or more than 10,000,0002 sterling, 
and this he has received, so that unless the limit be extended 
there is no hope from thence. Next he turns, still more oddly 
to an English financier, to the conversion of Government 
notes into stock, which as it enables him to reissue the notes. 
is so much new money. These conversions are somewhat 
more than 30,000/ a day as far as a very short experience goes. 
He then turns to the Customs duties, which are about 48,000/ 
a day, and these are all his resources. Consequently, his 
daily Budget in round numbers stands :—

This would not look a cheerful account if we had heard 
nothing of Federal finance before. We saw last week that 
the debt of America is now a little over 100,000,000/, and 
more than 80,000,000/ of this is due to the civil war. But 
this, too, seems smail after the huge figures which had been 
placarded and boasted of. 

Mr Chase, too, formerly estimated his expenditure at 
considerably over 100,000,000/. He now estimates it at 
76,000,000/, which is an error of 25 per cent. We hope he 
may be right now. 

How is this to be met? Mr Chase proposes to take 
power to borrow on deposits another 50,000,000 dollars 
(10,416,000/), and to issue 150,000,000 dols (31,250,000/) 
of notes. These would carry him on for the present. n 
one respect, therefore, Mr Chase is consistent: he always 
expected comparatively little from taxation, and he still ex- 
pects little. He is only raising seventeen millions and a 
half now by taxation out of 76,000,000/, if he gets as 
much from the Customs, which we doubt. It is true he has 
raised little by regular loans ; but the most instructive infer- 
ence from Federal finance is that a nation can defray an 
enormous expenditure a longer time than old-fashioned 
people thought on irregular loans and with a dimivished 
income. 

Nothing can be more lamentable than this financial expo- 
sition. There was a distinct alternative before Federal 
financiers. Either select regular finance-—impose effective 
taxation sufficient at least to pay the interest on loans and a 
part of the war expenditure—strengthen your credit by 
showing your resources and your willingness to use them — 
or, on the other hand, resort to irregular means—impose no 
real taxes—deprive yourselves of foreign credit—live from 
hand to mouth on certificates of indebtedness, deposi's, and 
paper money. The Federal Government have chosen the 
worst alternative. The best excuse for them is their Con- 
stitution. The framers of that document were afraid of a 
strong government—afraid of government altogether. They 
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divided all practical power as much as possible, tried

But now that he has decided on issuing inconvertible 
notes, what will be the effect? The mere disappearance of 
gold from circulation is not of military importance. So long 
as exportable products are available, foreign commodities 
can be obtained by some one in America in exchange for 
them ; so long as paper is worth anything in America, the 
Government, by offering enough paper, can procure what. 
ever is in America. How long, then, will paper be worth 
anything P

occurring in a country of itself causes an increased demand 
for currency. There is a sort of panic, and in a panic coin 
cleaves to people’s hands. 
war tends to diminish one of the worst evils of depreciation— 
the particular evil which, as a rule, arrests that deprecia- 
tion, and prodaces sooner or later a collapse. Depreciation 
of the currency produces inflation of trade; people fancy 
they are getting richer ; they see prices rising around them; 
they go into business to obtain those high prices, not seeing 
that their outgoings are equally augmented. Now, if the 
depreciation begins when commerce is from any other circum. 
stances eager and excitable, this tendency to excessive and 
injudicious business will be proportionately more powerful 
and more dangerous ; but if the antecedent state of commerce 
is unusually inactive aod indisposed to new speculations, the 
irritating poison of an inconvertible currency will produces 
less effect, because of the sedateness of the constitution to 
which it is applied. Now war produces commercial 
immobility; it makes every one inclined to do little,

THE PAPAL THRONE, 
Tus internecine strife between the Papacy, as the only 
perfect representative of a narrow intellectual despotism, and 
the public opinion of Europe, seems likely to come to an 
early crisis; and everything that tends to bring out the 
essential characteristics of the conflicting parties will do more 
hasten the settlement of Italy than any effort of Italian 
statesmen is likely to effect, For it is not in Italy that the 
mestion will be decided, but in every country where the 
montane Catholics are strong enough to raise their voice 
and plead for the temporalities of the Pope. A greater step 
is taken whenever Sir George Bowyer visibly quails beneath 
themoral convictions of moderate men,—whenever the French 
| Ultramontanes are materially crippled in France,—whenever 
the euthusiasm of Spain for the Pope is damped by a new dis- 
cast on his cause,—whenever the Emperor of Austria 
learns afresh that he can only hope for constitutional sup- 
porteven in his German provinces at the cost of a coolness 
with Rome,—than any which the united Parliament of Italy 
bas in its power to secure. For so soon as it is certain 
|\thatvifever the Pope should choose to take refuge out of 
|| tal, he would meet with little sympathy and a chill reeep- 
tion, 80 s00n it will be pretty certain that the term of his 
French lease of power will be out. While the Pope 
continues to be a saintly sufferer in the eyes of French 
women and Spanish men, whose cause it is glorious to 
espouse, it may be worth the while of the Emperor of the 
French to retain his legions in Rome, and of the Queen of 
Spain to press his accepting refuge in Spain, Butif once this 
fanatic following could be so far reduced that the tide of 
popular opinion in France and Spain became unfriendly to the 
Popeas a Sovereign,--then we should soon see the Head of the 
Church accepting the alternatives offered him by the studious 
moderation of the Italian statesmen. The recent Council of 
Bishops in Rome has just produced the very opposite of this 
Wholesome humiliation. Pius IX. now expresses himself 
“astonished at all that has happeoed before our eyes,” and 
wiable to attribute “ such great things” to any power less 
mered than the Virgin Mary, whose immaculate conception 
has become ‘a dogma only in our days.” “ Yes, we shall 
“triumph over all our enemies. I do not say I merely 
“think so, lam assured of it.” Yet, even while the Pope was 
pronouncing these ignorant words, a fact of much importance 
was--if we be not misinformed—coming to light in Florence, 
Which will do more to counteract this unhealthy elation 
of his and to injure his influence in Europe than any 
event since the massacres of Perugia. 

We allude to a very important paper published in 
the Nazione of Florence of the 20th June, on the part 
taken by Pius IX. during the reactionary days of 1850, 
Which brings, as it were, the Pope himself to wit- 
ness, not merely that his secular régime is absolutely 
Meonsistent with the existence of free Italian States 
in his immediate neighbourbood, but that there is no crime,— 
in the simple sense of that word to which ordinary secular 
Moralists are accustomed,—which he would not authorise 
ind urge, in order to obtain the overthrow of this inconve- 
ment freedom iv his neighbourhood. If the story of the Nazione 
he true,—and we know no Italian paper which stands higher 
Mthe estimation of Italians,—the Pope once struck a 

ier blow against his own temporal sovereignty than has 
fver been struck by Victor Emaauel or Cavour. 

The story is as follows:—When Leopold, the ex-Grand 
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Duke of Tuscany, was contemplating in 1850 that returm to 
his subjects which was mediated by Austrian bayonets, he 
held a conference with the [talian Sovereigns of like mind 
and condition at Caserta, in Naples,—namely, with Fer- 
dinand II., and with the representatives of the Dukes of 
Parma and Modena (Malaguzzi and Onesti),—as to the best 
mode of administering the new régime. lt was determined 
that it would be the safest course, both for the present and 
with regard to future eventualities, to keep up the semblance 
of constitutions virtually suspended,—in fact, to eountenanee a 
latent constitutionalism, which might at any time become 
active, according as events should require. This course was 
recommended not only by its policy, but by its evading 
the difficulty of a flagrant violation of the constitutional 
oaths. But this astute policy did not suit the new Tory 


enthusiasm of Pius IX. And it is said that a long anto- } 


graph letter from him to the Duke of Tuscany is still pre- 
served in the archives of Florence, and will now be made 
public, arguing in the most vehement way against this 
policy, and urging the formal cancelling of the constitutions. 
The Count de Rayneval, the French representative at the 
Court of Rome during the Pope’s stay at Gaéta, had, said 
Pius 1X., ‘“ with violent and rade procedures ‘ (con modé 
‘© ¢ ytolenti e villani), extorted from himself a promise 
“ ¢ of administrative reforms for his own subjects, which he 
*** would be obliged to grant if none of the Princes his 
‘¢ © neighbours should give the example of overthrowing their 
** ¢ constitutions without circumlocution and half measures.’ 


“ The Pontiff, moreover, solemnly declared that * the exist- |} 


“ * ence of any liberal franchise whatsover was absolutely 
“* ¢ incompatible with the exercise of the Pontifical authority ” 
“ (qualunque franchizia liberale era assolutamente tncompatibil e 
“‘ coll’ esercizio dell’ autorits pontificia) ; and that, conse- 
“ quently, any Italian Prince who, by promising and main- 
‘taining the liberties of his own subjects, should foment 
“among those of the Pontiff ideas and hopes absolutely 
‘‘ impossible of realisation, would render himself responsible 
“for the ruin of the Church. He added that, having 
“ addressed himself in vain to the King of Naples, there 
‘¢ remained to him no other hope than in the Grand Duke of 
‘“‘ Tuscany, to whom he therefore appealed to abolish the 
* constitution he had granted to his subjects, and to take 
“from them the last shadow of constitutional franchises,

Such is the substance of the alleged Papal argument ; and 
it is added that these documents would sooner have b®én 
produced had not the Italian Government wished to keep 
open the possibility of compromise with the Pope. Prince 
Napoleon had even applied for a copy of it, previously to his 
Italian speech in the French Senate, but it was then denied. 
Now, however, that the Pope has finally declared war with 
Italy, this document will be published, to show the true 
nature of the Papal policy. 


We need scarcely point the very important moral of this 
story—assuming its truth. The Pope is so convinced that 
even the shadow of constitutional rights in neighbouring coun- 
tries is fatal to his own secular dominion, that he threatens 
spiritual penalties against all rulers who hesitate to break 
pledges, however solemn, made to their subjects. What, 
then, can we suppose that his absolute power in the heart 
of Italy,—even though clipped as it now is,—will portend 
to the King of ltaly,—except a series of conspiracies, care- }, 


fully cherished and fostered in an inviolable territory, and |} 


then launched into the neighbouring kingdom, backed by al} | 
the power of the Church? Can any power reasonably | 
lend even moral support to so ludicrous a solution of the 
Italian question? Can even Sir George Bowyer say a word 
in its defence?

Should the statements alleged be sup- 
Ported, we cannot see that the friends of the Papacy have

storation of perfidy and absolutism throughout ltaly,—or 
abandoning their argument for the secular power of the 
Pope. The ruler who has confessed that he cannot rule 
except in the neighbourhood of pure despotisms, and that 
no moral scruples ought to prevent any one from restoring 
such despotisms, has confessed that either his own or the 
Italian throne must be swept from the land. 


MEXICO. 

Tue feeling manifested by France of late respecting Mexico 
is very complicated, both as regards herself, the Mexicans, 
and this country. First, as regards herself, France finds 
that she has been suddenly involved by her crafty ruler in 
a war which she detested from the commencement, but 
which the stain of a defeat which has fallen upon the glory 
of her arms now commands her to convert into a war of 
enthusiasm. Between her sense of thrift, labouring hard 
under a collapsed exchequer, and her intense regard for her 
owa honour, she is sorely perplexed. And her perplexity 
is aggravated by all the intricacies of her internal politics. 
The war is popular among the Imperialists alone. They 
have all the power on their side, and the whole weight of 
opinion against them. The Liberals object on principle 
to the invasion of Mexico ; and they object all the more, 
inasmuch as-the Juarez faction professes to act upon Liberal 
principles. The Legitimists and Orleanists are opposed to 
every Imperial scheme in general, and especially to any step 
on the part of the Emperor tending to withdraw the at- 
tention of the country from his conduct at home. Both 
parties are hostile to an expedition, the avowed object of 
which is to propagate and extend, by means of universal 
suffrage, the Imperial system of bureaucracy. The Ultra- 
montane party have small hopes to gain in any case from 
Imperial action anywhere, and they have always 
revelled in faction as the surest foundation for 
the supremacy of superstition. 


In thesecond place, as regards the Mexicans, the feelings of the 
French politicians are all at cross purposes. The Legitimists, 
the Orleanists, and the Ultramontanes, are naturally, though 
in different senses, opposed to the original Republican Govern- 
ments, and so far they might not have disliked the estab- 
lishment of an Austrian throne, but they would greatly 
dislixe to strengthen the Imperial cause by establishing a 
tie between Austria and the French Emperor on the one 
hand, and on the other by creating a satellite monarchy 
bound to the Imperial cause by its very creation. Again, 
inasmuch as Almonte, the antagonist of Juarez, represents 
the conservative, landed, and priestly interests of Mexico, 
thef? sympathies would incline them to favour him, but he is 
im the Imperial good graces, and by favouring him they 
would be playing into the hands of their own Government, 
which they abhor. The Liberals, on the other sie, 
contend that France ought not to support Almonte, 
because he has just revolutionised Mexico. Of course 
they are not disposed to abet in a conservative and 
priestly revolution, M. Jules Favre, alluding to the 
affair of the Jecker loan, regretted, moreover, that the 
Government appeared to disclaim the calumnies which 
had been spread abroad, and expressed the hope of the 
Liberal party, that France would not persist in claiming 
75,000,000f, the fruits of scandalous speculations. He 
went on to advocate the recall of the French troops from 
Mexico. Let France, he said, treat with Mexico and with- 
draw. Thisadvice isas unpopular in France as the war itself. 
And thus the Emperor has the inestimable advantage of 
being able to. place the Liberals in the most damaging posi- 
tion they could oceupy in French opinion. 


A great French writer has said that men are never really 
irritated but by their impotencies. And the web of conscious 
impotency in. which the French Emperor has wrapped up all 
the political parties but his own in the Mexican affair, ex- 

(plaing, if it does not justify, the burst of irritation against 
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this country, in which the universal French nation bpobe! 
out when they heard of the casual defeat of their ge 
by the Mexican troops, When first the French heard tha] 
they were to join Spain and England in a crusade againgt, 
Mexico, they immediately said that perfidious Albion had, 
as usual, entrapped France into an expedition to carry ogt 
British purposes and to gratify British covetousness, 
they complain bitterly that the English have dese:

FIRES IN THE METROPOLIS. 
Tue report of the Select Committee appointed to inquire int 
the existing state of the legislation and arrangements for 
protection of life and property against fires in the metro 
is of considerable interest, and the recommendations com 


tained in it, based upon very sufficient evidence, appest ™ 


be sensible and practical. The Committee recommend: 
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a fire brigade be formed, under the superintendence of 
Commissioners of Police, on a scheme to be approved by 
Secretary of State for the Home Department, to form 
of the general establishment of the Metropolitan Police, 
d that the Acts requiring parishes to maintain engines 
repealed. 2. That an account of the expenditure of the 
police fire brigade Le annually laid before Parliament, 
i" r with the general police accounts, in such a manner 
the special cost of the brigade may be ascertained.

A moderate expense they did not object to incur, but 
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the expense has now assumed a magnitude which they 
cannot continue to bear, and they consider that the public of 
London have no claim whatever on their respective Offices 
for protection against fire. 

To these representations great force is added by the evidence 
of Mr Newmarch, who states before the Committee, that he be- 
lieves the total value of property insurable against fire within 
six miles of Charing Cross (the area of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works) is not less than 900,000,000/. Of this not 
more than about 300,000,000/ is insured, and this property 
insured now bears, therefore, through the medium 
of the Fire Offices, the expense of the present Fire Brigade 
Establishment. In addition to this, it must be ob- 
served that the London Fire Brigade, a body of intalculable 
importance and acknowledged merits, has no legal standing 
or authority whatever. It exists, so to speak, upon suffer- 
anee. A man might set fire to his own house, endangering 
his neighbours’, and unless overborne by foree, positively 
refuse to allow the Insurance Office engines to put the fire out, 
Noristhisall; notwithstanding the ability and zeal of this Fire 
Brigade, it is admitted on all hands that on its present seale 
it is totally inadequate for the general protection required, 
All the way from Charing Cross to Richmond there is only 
one large and one small station. There is no station North 
of Holborn. The existing stations have been very naturally 
planted by the Insurance Offices where most property was 
insured, and not with reference to public safety. If any 
large district of London were to be materially increased ‘by 
buildings of a smaller description, it might not be the 
interest of the Offices to protect them by incurring the addi- 
tional expense of a new station. In thirty years they have 
only increased the number of their stations.once, whence it 
appears conclusively that the mere increase of houses is not 
taken into consideration. 

It was high time, therefore, that public attention should 
be directed to the question. 

The Committee for Managing the London Fire Engine 
Establishment met last year to deliberate on the question of 
future arrangements, and resolved to communicate with the 
Home Secretary by means of a deputation, but Mr Thomson 
Haukey having moved for and obtained the appoiutment of a 
Parliamentary Committee on the subject, they were content 
to express their wishes and views in a letter which was sub- 
mitted to the Select Committee of the House of Commons ‘by 
Sir George Grey. Io this letter, which is exceedingly well 
drawn up, they draw the attention of the Government to 
the system: in operation in Manchester, under the provisions 
ef the Manchester Police ‘Regulation Act passed in 1844, 
The principle of this Act is that the Corporation maintain out 
of the police rate the staff and plant of the Fire Brigade ser- 
vice, but assess rateably upon all parties concerned 2s pro-+ 
prietors of property damaged by fire, the expenses specially 
incurred in putting out each partieular fire. Where the pro- 
perty is insured, these expenses.are incurred rateably by the 
offices concerned according to their several interests ; where 
auinsured, they are borne by the proprietors. On referring 
to the evidence relating to Manchester, we fiad that the annual 
expense at Manchester of the Fire Brigade is. about 2,000/, 
one-half of which is defrayed out of the ordinary rates onthe 
town. The remainder is paid partly by money recovered from 
owners of property which has been destroyed by fire 
to the amount of 750 per aunum, which amount is 
paid by the Fire Insurance Offices where such property 
has been insured, and the remainder from owners of: property ! 
who have not insured. The fire arrangements are reported | 
to be most efficient, and the cost, for the protection of 
346,000 people, and of property assessed at an anneal value 
of 1,387,000/, appears to be very moderate. At Glasgow, 
where the population is above 400,000, the cost is: also 
2,000/, under a lecal Police Act, securing high efficiency. 
In Liverpool, the remaining town besides London selected by 
the Commissioners for inquiry, the Fire Brigade consists 
of 150, a number exceeding the London Fire Brigade 
by 23, for a population of 475,000 inhabitants! These 4H 
firemen form an integral part of the large police force. of 
above 1,000 men, and their whole management.is under the 
charge of the superintendent of police. The annnal expense 
—2,800/ on property assessed at 1,750,000/——is eomparar 
tively small, and the results entirely satisfactory. Inalithese 
three towns, however, the supply of water at high pressure ia 
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| almost unlimited, affording facilities which almost supersede the 

use of fire-engines. But, on the other band, we are reminded by 
the Committee that these three Corporations have incurred very 
large expenses in bringing this water supply into the town, 

{] and as this expense has been defrayed by rates, the small 
apparent cost of extinguishing fires is greatly to be attri- 
buted to this circumstance. They add, on the authority of 
Mr Quick, engineer to the Southwark and Vauxhall Water 
Company, that, in order to secure a constant supply of water 
for fires at high pressure, it would be necessary to have a 
completely new system of fire mains, and that such a new 
system could not, probably, cost less than 3,000,000/, evi- 
dence also confirmed by Mr Easton, another waterwork 
engineer. This, however, is an incidental question. 


The main subject for consideration is doubtless the 
question of the propriety of making the Metropolitan Fire 
Brigade an integral part of the police, and defraying the 
eharge in whole or in part out of the rates. The protection 
of public life and property is clearly prima facte a municipal, 
mot merely a private duty. Past experience in London 
does not counsel that the protection of itself should be 
eommitted to each parish. The parochial system in a matter 
ef euch vital importance works too clumsily to be trusted, 
On the other hand, there is a prejudice against trusting the 
Government with a matter hitherto so well conducted by 
private enterprise. But it may be remarked, that of all 
Government undertakings, few, if any, have been so successful 
as the operations of the modern police force. In Liverpool, 
Moreover, the Fire Brigade police are found admirably 
ficient. Moreover, the Select Committee, in the report 
before us, strongly urge that whatever new arrangements 
may be made, the existing staff of the London Fire Brigade 
should be made available in connection with any new 
system. Thus, the excellent spirit already established, 
has every chance of being perpetuated. 


With regard to the question of the rate, it was shown in 
evidence that the expense of a public establishment for the 
metropolis might be defrayed by a rate of 1d in the pound, 
which would give 56,207/, and a contribution of one-third 
of such amount from the Treasury for public buildings, 
making in all 74,9437. It seems only just that where 
protection is extended over the whole rateable property, 
the whole property should be rated for that protection, 
since all the property enjoys the same advantage. Nor 
does it seem unreasonable, that in the case of public 
buildings, which are the public property of all, and the 
private property of none, the country at large should con- 
tribute a reasonable amount for their protection through the 
Treasury. Some apprehension indeed was expressed that 
there would be a difficulty ip carrying the rate. But the 
example of Liverpool, Manchester, and Glasgow give no 
support to the idea, On the whole, we trust the recom- 
mendations of the Committee will be carried out. 


; WHY SIR C. WOOD DISBELIEVES MR LAING’S 
SURPLUS. 
A very severe document has just been issued by Sir C. 
: Wood, reproving the gross errors which, as we have repeat- 
edly shown, exist in the statements made from India. 


First. Sir Charles entirely confirms the view which we 
bave taken of the practical uselessness of the “ estimate ” on 
which Indian financiers ground not only their Budget for the 
coming year, but their narrative of the past year. He shows, 
as we showed, that in the last year of which we have the 
facts, 1860-61, this estimate was wrong by two millions and 
ahalf. Sir Charles says:— 

“TI now proceed to compare the estimates for 1860-61 
‘with the actual accounts which I have now received. 

“The regular estimate presented to Parliament in May, 
1861, stated—

Yet we are asked to believe these same sort of estimates for 
the year now past, 1861-62. We do not believe that unless 
financiers know the year just past, they will know the 
just coming. We object in limine to all Indian anticipations, 
We, therefore, give Sir C. Wood's criticism on Mr Laing’s 
Budget for 1862-63 in his own words :— 

“T now turn to the Budget estimate for the current year, 
in which I am sorry to say that errors of a similar deserip. 
tion to those on which I have been remarking appear to 
exist. If no change were made in the assessed taxes ang 
customs duty, you estimate that the revenue of 1862-63 would 
amount to 43,796,200/. Ido not at all question that esti. 
mate of probable receipts. Indeed, so far as I am enabled 
to form an opinion, it does not appear to be too sanguine, 
and, from the experience of former years, there seems to be 
ground for hope that the actual result may be more favour. 
able than you estimate. 


“Tt is obvious that I must also adopt your estimate of 
expenditure in India. 

‘¢T must observe, however, that, so far as I can make out 
from the figures, you have again omitted the item of what is 
called ‘loss by exchange.’ The probable expenditure on 
railroads in India for this year I assume at 5,500,000/, and 
this item will, therefore, amount to 458,333/. 

‘“‘ There is, however, a more serious error in your Bu 
estimate. With my financial despatch, dated the 18th 
February last, I forwarded to you an estimate of the probable 
receipts and disbursements of the Home Treasury for the 
year 1862-63. 

“Tn that estimate, the disbursements at home, which are 
part of the annual charge on Indian revenues, were stated at 
5,664,2322. 

“From this sum you have deducted 702,246/, and have 
stated the difference, 4.961,986/, as the net home expenditore 

“The sum of 702,246/ is thus made up, as appears by 
the statement forwarded by you, viz. :—

“‘T cannot understand the principle on which you have 
included, in the income of the year 1862-63, the repayment 
of advances made in India on account of the Imperial 
Government. ‘They were properly included as receipts im 
the estimate of the receipts and disbursements of the Home 
Treasury, as being part of the ways and means available for 
meeting home disbursements. 

“ The advances or payments in question formed no part 
of the annual charge of the year in which they were made, 
and the repayment of them can form no part of the income 
of the year in which it occurs. It is contrary to the firs 
principles of account to treat sums so repaid as part of the 
income of the year, and as such to deduct them from the 
charge on the revenues shown in the home estimate. 

“ Allowing that the other two items in the above state 
mept might be considered as income, the utmost sum to be 
deducted from the estimate of home charges would be 
172,800, and therefore the amount of what you have 
called ‘ Net Expenditure in England’ for 1862-63 would 
be 5,491,4827 :—

as being overfed for the purposes of breeding, ‘‘ although they | 
were of unusual excellence and otherwise of great merit.” Something 
of the same kind, too, has several times been proposed by members 
of the Royal Agricultural Society, but without any practical result. 
On one occasion where animals were disqualified as overfed, they 
were afterwards proved to have been effective for breeding 
purposes, and the importance of good condition is such that 
exhibitors themselves can scarcely know where they are to stop in 
what has got to be termed “training” fora show. No one who 
has had much to do with live stock can avoid knowing the value 
of condition, even in a fair or market. To attempt to sell a poor— 
indeed, anything save a fat—horse to a dealer at a reasonably good 
price is utterly hopeless, and to some extent the same observation 
applies to cattle and shep. Though something may be done to 
check overfeeding, yet we believe that it is an evil incident to 
prize stock shows. Perhaps public adjudication of the prizes ma 
be of some use in this respect, and at all events it will afford m 
useful knowledge of the principles upon which the judges act.

three years old,” the 1st prize was awarded to the Duke of Mon- 
trose’s white heifer ‘‘ May Morn,” 2 years and 2 months old, and 
a very beautiful animal slie is. In going round the class our at- 
tention was calied, by one of the foremost breeders and judges of 
Shorthorns in England, to the red heifer ‘‘ Queen of Athelstane,” 
belonging to Mr James Douglas, of Athelstane-ford Farm, Dreur, 
Haddingtonshire, with a rema:k that this heifer ought to have been 
awarded the first prize, as she was a far better animal than any 
other in her class. Her age is 2 years, 2 months, and 2 days, just 
two days older than her successful competitor, so that the com- 
parison was to be made between them on very equal conditions, 
and we afterwards heard that Mr Dougias himself feels greatl 
disappointed and somewhat agg: ieved by the actual decision. It 
is remarkable that Mr Douglas’s heifer received only “ high com- 
mendation,” while two other heifers received the second and third 
prizes of the class. There was no other “‘ high commendation,” 
consequently the judges must have considered ** Queen of Athel- 
stene"’ only fourth in order of merit of her class. Both the 
minor prize-winners were several months older than ‘* May 
Morn” and “ Queen of Atheistane,” and speaking with all due 
deference to the judges, we thought that there was not a doubt 
that those two heifers should have been placed first and second | 
prizeholders. Speaking also our own opinion, we would have 
selected for purch-se at equal prices ‘‘ Queen of Athelstane” in 
preference to ‘‘ May Morn,” for two reasons, she is somewhat 
larger and her colour is preferable, and, perhaps, her head is 
neater and more blood-like. Yet after studying, the two, we felt 
constrained to admit the correctness of the judges’ award. The 
white heifer is more level in her form, and her quality, tested by 
handling, is certainly higher than that of the red one. The whole 
class is remarkably good, and it must require no small degree of | }- 
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practice and diserimination to adjudicate the prizes amongst the 
individual animals composing it. 

We may here notice the fact that an unusual number of the 
prize animals in the different Shorthorn classes are white, and in 
each case the prize animal is remarkable for quality. Yet the 
great purchasers of high-priced Shorthorns—the Americans and 
Australians — invariably prefer dark colours, or technically ‘‘ a good 
deal of colour.” There is such a great tendency amongst Short- 
horns to become white, that some persons believe the original 
stock to have been white. May it be that as we approach per- 
fection our Shorthorns become white? To attempt any detailed 
notice of first-rate animals in all the classes of all breeds and 
kinds shown at Battersea would be quite beyond our limits, nor is 
it necessary, for no one who feels any active interest in farming 
live stock will omit to visit the present unparalleled exhibition. 

The numbers of cattle shown are 250 Shorthorns, 197 Here- 
fords, and 66 Devons, the total number of all kinds of animals 
being 1,984. 

The thorough-bred and hunting horses are remarkably good, 
and the plan of having the different horse classes led out round 
the ring several times during the day is a wonderful improvement. 
No one can judge of a horse without seeing him go, and we had to 
modify the conclusions we had formed on several of the riding 
horses when in their boxes on seeing them walk round the ring. 

The implements and machinery occupied considerable space, and 
are of more than usual interest. In short, the Battersea meeting 
is @ great success.

I presence of the frightful bouleversement of the United States of 
America, it is surprising that public attention has not been more 
nerally turned to Hayti, since the magnificent isle of which the 
public of that name forms part presents the means of promoting, 
in some degree, the solution of the problem the bouleversement 
raises,—which problem is how the supply of cotton is to be main- 
tained, and wal is to be done with the blacks. But though 
neglected by the English, Hayti has in the present crisis been 
| remembered on the other side of the Channel ; and M. Bonneau 
has done good service by publishing a book describing its past 
pro; and its future prospects. 

Since Hayti has been an independent State, its material progress 
has been considerable :—thus in 1818 it only exported 26,065,200 lbs 
of coffee, 6,819,300 of logwood, 474,118 of cotton, whereas in 
1860 it sent away 60,514,829 Ibs of coffee, 104,321,200 of logwood, 
2,500,000 of cotton. But this result is nothing like what ought to 
have been obtained, considering the extraordinary, the prodigious 
fertility of the land: and, esta, it is to some extent counter- 
balanced by the production of sugar and indigo, which at one time 
was most important, having been allowed to fall into decay. In 
population, also, Hayti has progressed, but to what extent our 
author omits to mention. In public instruction it has made a 
marked advance: and in 1860 it had 90 village schools for boys, 
50. for girls, and numerous establishments for education of a 
superior order,—among them, Law, Medical, Naval and Fine Art 
schools: it has also by a concordat with the Holy See organised, 
or at least made preparations for organising, a complete system of 
Catbolic worship, under regularly authorised ministers. But, 
in amoral point of view, the situation of the people is far from 
satisfactory ; for our author writes :—‘‘ They are wanting in moral 
sense, since they have not been able up to the present time to form 
families on the sacred basis of marriage. They are endowed with 
great physical power, but they allow their strength to be wasted 
in indolence and by the abuse of rum. They possess the religious 
sentiment, but this element of morality is lost in the midst of 
absurd superstitions, and they allow themselves to be cheated and 
directed by a greedy swarm of impostors and sorcerers, who deal 
in charms and represent themselves to be the favourites of the 
dreaded snake.” 

As regards the future of Hayti, it might be made truly splendid. 
The resources of the country are literally immense, and of infinite 
variety. The production of coffee, large as it is, might be vastly 
increased ; all sorts of American cotton thrive admirably in the 
soil; sugar, indigo, cocoa, rice, maize, textile plants, may be 
obtained in abundance; there are immense forests presenting 
almost unlimited supplies of wood for building, for cabinet 
making, for dyeing; there are mines of coal, of copper, of tin, 
of iron; and gold and silver, sulphur and mercury, porphyry 
and marble are also to be found. Hands and capital are 
alone wanting to turn to account these magnificent gifts of God. 
As to hands, they seem likely to be obtained; for the negroes of 
the continent are beginning to overcome the strange repugnance 
they for years felt to enter Hayti, and are now wending their way 


to the country. About 2,000 arrived there from the United States 
and Canada in the course of the year ending January last ; and the 
civil war in the States will, of course, end how it may, have the 


eflect of considerably increasing the number of emigrants ; perhaps» 
even it may lead to an exodus from the continent to the republic 
similar to that of the Irish to America. The continental negroes, 
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according to our author, are much more intelligent and ind: 
than those of Hayti; and he anticipates that their 
example will have the effect of arousing the natives to ex 
If once the population begin to work, there will be no lack 1 
capital, notwithstanding the prohibition in the constitution (} 
Europeans or any other men of white race possessing land or Other | 
real property ; for Europe is ready to buy all the productions 
Hayti, however vast they may be. She is:in parti prepared to 
take its cotton ; and happily it is to the cultivation of the cotton, 
plant that the new comers chiefly devote themselves, : 
We repeat that it is surprising that the importance of Hayti in 
the present crisis should hitherto have been overlooked, 
importance cannot well be overrated, whether we regurd the 
Republic as a field for the cultivation of cotton, or a place in whieh 
the persecuted blacks of the American continent can find rest and 
liberty, work and prosperity. The latter part of the subject hag 
made a very strong impression on the mind of our author, An 
influx of continental negroes would, he says, give an unhoped-for 
development to the resources of the Republic, and would cauge ity 
commerce to take a vast extension. Nay, in “ his mind’s epa” 
he sees the blacks not only making Hayti a powerful State, butex. 
tending their domination over all the West India Islands, 
they alone are capable of cultivating them. This, however, isa 
dream, at least for many, many years to come ; but that the blacks 
can do great things in Hayti there is no doubt,—and it is to be 
hoped that they will. 

I. Bonneau is well known in France as one of the principal 
writers of the Opinion Nationale, an important daily newspaper of 
Paris ; also as the author of more than one work of interest. It jg 
to be hoped that the book on Hayti now before us will secure him 
that reputation in England which he well deserves ; for it proves 
that he possesses no mean share of economic science, considerable 
political acuteuess, and a facile and elegant pen.

The only mode cf supplying with any certainty this 
want, is to be sought in the combination of men of science repre

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Panis, Thursday. 
The debate on the Budget of 1863 has cecupied every sitting of 


the Corps Legislatif since my last letter. Baron David showed 
that the agricultural and commereial prosperity of Aigeria is far 
from what it ought to be, and has recommended a reduction of 
the military element and encouragement to the Arab populations, 
M. Auguste Chevalier complained that passengers and goods do 
not travel so quickly on French railways as on English ; and h® 
was informed that when the Commission on railways, headed by 


M. Michael Chevalier, shali have terminated the investigations 
with which it has been intrusted, reforms will be effected. M. 
Ollivier, in the name of the Republican party, protested against 
the establishment of an income tax; and he made the singular 
affirmation that in England the establishment of the impost had 
only been possible becuuse ‘ the aristocracy had enjoyed exemption 
from a host of taxes.” An honourable deprty having asked what 
the recent conversion of the 44 and 4 per Cent. rente had cost, 
meaning thereby what the Government had given to bankers 
and others to assist the operation, M. Magne, ex-Minister of 
Finanee, said that “in expenses of negotiations, in grants to 
receivers-general, and in outlays of all kinds,” from 3,000,000 
to 4,000,000f (120,000/ to 160,0007) had been disbursed. M. 
Roques-Salvaza dwelt on the advisability of putting a tax on 
shares and other moveable securities. The proposition for im- 
posing @ tax on carriages and on riding and carriage horses en- 
countered great hostility. Honourable deputies urged that the 
tax wasa sumptuary one, and therefore objectionable ; that it 
would weigh with crushing hardship on livery-stables keepers, 
who are already heavily burdened ; that it would be so small 
in amount (about 5,000,000f it is caleulated) as hardly to be 
worth collecting ; that it would be unjust, as the Government pro 
posed to make it heavier in certain towns and villages than in 
others, according to their population, and to exempt from it alto- 
gether villages of less than 1,200 souls, though frequently in sueh 
villages very wealthy individuals reside; that in the country 
people possessing carriages and horses would be taxed double, 
inasmuch as they are already specially taxed for such things for 
the repair of roads; that the application of the tax would en- 
counter great difficulties, owing to the necessity of distinguishing 
between vehicles and horses “_ for luxury and those which ane 
necessary in certain callings. consequence of these objectians 
and some others, the Chamber pronounced by 173 votes to 73 
against the tax. This decision occasioned great surprise, but it 
has not been maintained. The tax was referred back to the 
Council of State and the Committee on the Budget; and 
they made some modifications in the details relative to the 
application of it, the principal of those modifications being the 
withdrawal of the exemption to villages of less population than 
1,200 souls. The measure was accordingly again proposed to the 
Chamber and was adopted. The increase of the registration 
duties demanded by the Government was opposed by some de- 
puties on the ground that it would weigh heavily on real pro- 
perty, on suitors in courts of justice, &c.; but it was eecerded. 
Against the proposed increase of the sugar duties the objections 
were very strong. The duties on sugar, it was said, had been 
modified repeatedly in the last forty years, and great inconvenience 
had thereby been occasioned to commerce. In 1860, the sugar 
duties had been reduced in order to imerease the consumption, 
which in Franee had only been 6 kilogrammes per head, when in 
England it was 16; and the consumption had increased at the 
rate of 22 per cent. ; but now it was to be cheeked, though if left 
to itself it would become so large as to make up the loss to the 
revenue arising from the reduction. The augmentation of the 
duty would, besides, be injurious to Frenéh shipping, inasmuch as 
it would lessen the quantities of refined sugar exported with draw- 
back. But all these objections produced no effect, and the new 
duty was adopted by a large majority. Some remarks were 
made as to the injustice of imposing the new duties on 
stocks in hand at a given date as the Government pro- 
poses; but it was affirmed that the measure is really jto 
the advantage of the French merchants, because it will prevent 
the sudden importation of large quantities of Belgian sugar. 
With regard to the augmentation of the salt duty, the Govemn- 
ment has, as is known, abandoned it; buat an. hom. member 
pleaded that agriculture, like certain branches of manafactures, 
ought to be allowed salt altogether free of duty. He was, how- 
ever, not listened to. Eventually the Budget of 1863 was 
adopted: the amount of it, ordimary and extraordinary, has 
already been stated in the ECONOMIST. 

In the Corps Legislatif, to-day. a Bill for aceording 178,371,282f 
extra credits for the present year has been under consideration. 
It will be voted of course. It has given rise to a discussion about 
the Mexican affair. 

The dividend of the Bank of France for the first half of the 
present year has been fixed at 78f. This figure has occasioned 
some surprise : it is 6f more than that of the first half of 1861, 
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and 3f more than that of the second half of that year; and yet 
business duriag the last six months has not been brilliant. 

An arrangement has been come to between the Spanish and 
French Government, by which their respective claims on each 
other, some of which have been standing for many years, and the 

incipal of which on the part of France is for the intervention 
in Spain in 1823, are settled by the payment by Spain of 
25,000,000f in her own stock. The payment has been effected. 

In a meeting of the shareh lders of the Company Anglo-Fran- 
caise des Manufactures d’Aubusson et de Felletin (a Carpet Com- 
‘pany), which was held some time back, it was stated that the 
losses for 1861 were 186,900f, making the total losses 886,000f. 
The dulness of trade, and the competition of the English under 
the commercial treaty, were stated to be the causes which pre- 
vented the Company from prospering. The Manager announced 
that for the present the Company will abstain from making the 
cheaper sort of carpets, and will manufacture only the more 
expensive descriptions.

A convention recently concluded between the Governments of 
France and Italy relative to the railways which connect their 
tive territories has just been promulgated. It stipulates 
that each Government shall at its own expense execute the part 
of the Modane and Suze Railway which is on its territory. The 
Italian Government is, however, to make the whole of the tunnel 
through Mont Cenis, and France is to pay the expense of half 
of it, provided that expense does not exceed 19,000,000f, ana that 
the tunnel be completed in twenty-five years. If the work be 
accomplished in less than twenty-five years, a premium of 500,000f 
is to be paid by France for each year down to fifteen; and if in 
less than fifteen, the preminm for each year is to be 600,000f. In 
case the tunnel be not finished in twenty-five years, and in case 
250 metres on the French side and 250 on the Italian be not cut 
through every year, France is to be relieved from all her engage- 
ments. During the execution of the works she is to pay 5 per 
cent. interest on the outlay incurred. The convention also contains 
the stipulation that of the 20,000,000f which the Victor 
Emmanuel Company is to pay for the use of the tunnel, Italy is 
to receive 13,000,000f and France the rest. Finally, France is to 
prolong the railway from Toulon to Nice to the Italian frontier 
near the convent of St Louis, and Italy is to prolong the Genoa 
to Vintimille Railway to the same place.

; Sin,—May I through the medium of your columns ask your 

' correspondent “*G. F.” whether he means that the Mint should 

! take light gold coin from the Bank of England in its condition as 

| coin, the Bank paying for it at the rate of standard gold, viz., 

| 32 17s 9d per oz; or are the public to go direct to the Mint with 

their light eovereigns, and wait for the indefinite period of re- 

coinage, as they would do in the case of their taking bar gold for 
such @ purpose ? 

From his making a comparison between the Mint price of 

standard gold, and the Bank price of light gold coin, the latter 





would appear to be his intention. But why sbould not the light 
gold coin be treated in every respect as though it were in ingots 
of admitted standard fineness, the Bank purchasing it in the same 
way as they buy bar gold, and remitting to the Mint as con- 
venient ? 

Your corre:pondent may well call the present a “ defective 
system.” I believe the public in general, were they aware of it, 
would be inclined to indulge in a much freer criticism. 

Touching the legalising of Australian sovereigns, I do not see 
that “G. F.” has made out any case against their adoption as 
Imperial currency. His first objection is, that the practical 
control of the currency would be ina dependency. But in what wa: 
could a Mint in tke colonies control the currency of the Uni 
Kingdom, when the Royal Mint is always at its service to coin 
gold for its own use when required? His second objection 
amounts to this—that because the Mint authorities in Australia 
have the opportunity of making coinage profitable, they are 
likely to be less scrupulous in its manufacture. This is at best 
but an unfair surmise ; and besides, the London Mint is in the case 
of silver coinage open to the same objection. His third and last 
objection is indefinite, and therefore difficult to deal with ; but if 
I am correct in the inference I have drawn from it, the following 
considerations would meet it. The position of the Australian 
Mint is of a mercantile character, unlike our own Imperial 


Mint. It follows that as the colonial authorities will only 
coin at a price to the importer- into the Mint which 
will yield them a profit, the larger amount of business 


they can do, the better for the revenue of the colony, 
and of course so far a flood of coin might be the result. But on 
the other hand, as the hulder of the bullion will never take it to 
the Mint unless he can also make a profit by doing so instead of 
shipping it, the tremendous influx of gold coin that “G. F.’ anti- 
cipates is not very probable. But suppose, for the sake of argu- 
ment, that eventually the majority of our currency were made in 


tn 
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ta dependency. If it could be done so at a profit, and yield a 
revenue, instead of being a heavy expense to the country as the 
Imperial Mint is, why should it not? Let our Mintbe retained 
© be used in case of need, but why work an expensive establish- 
ment when a profitable one will answer all the purposes? Why 
should the community pay what the importer into the colonial 
Mint is ——s to pay himeelf? The admission of Australian 
sovereigns by law would make little difference in the amount of 
sovereigns imported from Australia at present, asfrom the fact of 
their being alloyed with silver, they are really worth more intrin- 
sically than our current coin, and yield more by being melted than 
exchanged for 20s; and until the Sydvey Mint adopt the plan of 
using a base metal for the alloy, their coin will always be liable to 
destruction ; but such a measure would be sure to keep them in- 
tact. If.an article is worth more in its manufactured state than it 
is in its raw material, its reconversion will never take place. The 
whole question in fact resolves itself into this result. [f the Mint 
in Australia coins more than the exigencies of the colony require, 
the surplus coin will come to England and economise our own 
coinage. To this what reasonable objection can be urged, espe- 
cially when it must be borne in mind that while the Colonial 
Mint is a source of income, the Royal Mint is a source of outlay. 
In conclusion, I cannot but think that your correspondent’s fears 
are-illusory ; but even should his anticipations ever be realised, 
they would not, I conceive, be attended with any dangerous con- 
uences.

Stz,—In your impression of last Suturday, a letter appeared 
signed “G. F.,” with reference to the English coinage, proposing, 
as a remedy for the loss to which the public are exposed by the 
issue of coin under standard, that the Mint should be required, 
on its becoming “ light” through use, to take it back as phn at 
on the terms, i.e.,on which it was put into circulation. It appears 
to me that this is not the most direct way to attain the desired 
result, The Mint profess to issue standard gold (11-12ths fine). 
Why do they not doso? All difficulty would then be obviated. , 
The coin need only be weighed on importation into the Mint or 
Bank of England, and paid for at the rate of 77s 10}d or 77s 9d 
per ounce, as it was taken to the former or latter of these establish- 
ments. oiheets mathematical accuracy may not be looked for, 
still I suppose the Mint would be very unwilling to submit to the 
charge of being unable to coin uniformly standard gold; and 
when we remember the great regularity of the United States 
gold coin (which, in a large quantity, gives an average exceeding 
the legal standard, 9-10ths fine), surely, with all the modern 
scientific apparatus, gold may be so coined at the English Mint as 
not to offer in the assay any appreciable variation from its pro- 
fessed quality.—i am, Sir, your obedient servant, J. E.

Our market is very firm, and high prices are demanded 
for the little, cotton of fair quality that is still to be had. Sales 
since our last advices amount to 406 bales very low ordinary to 
middling, at 8.12d to 11.77d; 384 bales middling to fair, 11.774 
to 12.33d ; 12 bales fair to good fair, 12.33d to 13.20d; 15 bales 
good fair to good, 13.20d to 14.30d. Freights—By steamer to 
Liverpool, 3-16d per lb. 

For nearly all kinds of congou tea, there has been a steady 
demand, both for home use and export, and prices have been fully 
supported. The public sales have gone off with considerable 
activity. Other descriptions have realised extreme rates. 

Raw sugar has continued very dull, yet no further change has 
taken place in its value, compared with last week. Brown quali- 
ties, however, have, in some instances, changed hands rather more 
freely. Refined goods have sold steadily, at late rates, 

The supply of Ceylon coffee in first hands being small, in conse- 

uence of the extensive auctions held during the last three weeks, 
the market has ruled firm for all descriptions, and the currencies 
have had an upward tendency. Cocoa, of colonial growth, has 
moved off freely, at very full prices. 

Less firmness has been observed in the rice trade, and the 
quotations exhibit a reduction of from 3d to 6d percwt. The 
dry fruit trade is very dull, and purchases may be made on 
easier terms.

In the early part of the week, there was a good consumptive 
demand for English wheat, and prices ameoai ls per quarter. 
Since then, however, owing to the favourable accounts at hand 
from most parts of England in reference to the general appear- 
ance of the crops, and the return of more favourable weather, the 
demand has fallen off, and the improvement above noticed has 
been with difficulty supported. Foreign wheats—the imports of 
which have been on a liberal scale—have ruled somewhat dearer ; 


|| but the business done in them bas been by no means extensive. 


The few samples of English barley on offer have commanded full 
ut foreign qualities have met a dull inquiry, on 
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former terms. We have very little change to notice in the value 
of malt; but the demand may be considered inaetive. Good 
sound oats have realised former terms; but low qualities have 
sold heavily. Both beans and peas have supported previows rates, 
with a fair demand. Good sound flour, both English and foreign, 
has realised rather more money. Inferior kinds have moved off 
slowly, at late rates. 

There has been very little business doing in produce in the 
French markets; but, in the North of Europe, the transactions 
on English account have somewhat improved. Advices from New 
York state that the shipments of produce to England were very 
large, and that prices were tolerably firm. 

The Scotch markets have been tolerably firm for wheat, at very 
full prices, Spring corn, however, has changed hands slowly, at 
late rates. The flour trade has somewhat improved. 

In Ireland, fine wheats have realised rather more money; but 
inferior kinds have sold heavily. Barley, oats, and all other 
articles have ruled very inactive, and the shipments to England 
have been trifling. 

Owing to the change in the weather since Monday, the wheat 
trade at Mark Lane, to-day, was less active, yet no change took 
place in the quotations. In foreign wheat, a very moderate busi- 
ness was transacted, on former terms. Good and fine barley and 
oats ruled firm, at extreme currencies ; but inferior parcels met a 
dull inquiry. Beans and peas were fully as dear as on Monday. 
The flour trade was steady, at late rates.

Trarric REcEipTs.—The traffic receipts of railways in the United 
Kingdom amounted for the week ending the 14th of June,on 10,246 
miles, to 576,377/; and for the corresponding week of last year, on 
9,951 miles, to 549,245/, showing an increase of 295 miles, and of 27, 1327 
in the receipts. The gross receipts on the 14 principal railways 
amounted in the aggregate, on 6,629 miles, to 447,971/; and for the 
corresponding week of 1861, on 6,497 miles, to 425,796/, showing an in- 
crease of 132 miles, and of 22,175/ in the receipts. 


RAILWAY AND MINING SHARE MARKETS, 
LONDON. 

Monpay, June 23.—The railway market was dull daring the earlier 
part of the day, but became firmer in the afternoon, upon the 
improvement in the weather. An advanceof }to } percent. occurred in 
several of the principal stocks, including London and North-Western, 
Midland, Lancashire and Yorkshire, and South-Eastern. Great Western, 
on the other hand, was very heavy. Great Luxembourg Railway sbares 
were flat; but there were more inquiries for Sambre and Meuse, Grand 
Trunk railway stock was: dull.
